But the President left the im­ 
pression that he kept Schlesi­ 
nger on at the Pentagon for 15 
months after President Richard 
M. Nixon resigned only for con­ 
tinuity until Ford was prepared 
to form his own team.

By every indication. Schlesi­ 


nger did not regard himself as 
a temporary holdover and was 
surprised when Ford notified 


j him Sunday that he wras out. 
Sources close to Ford pre­ 
dicted that Rumsfeld, a long­ 
time friend and now the Presi- 
ent’s chief of staff, will have 
much more influence with Ford 
than Schlesinger ever had. 
One such source said

ance as defense secretary. 
By contrast, Ford said, “I’m 
keeping Secretary Kissinger be­ 
cause 
he has done 
an out­ 
standing job.” 
Aides said Schlesinger plans 
no public statements. He prob- 
tary’s plans for the future are 
for the last time at the end of 
this week. 
The outgoing defense secre­ 
tary's plans for the future are 
uncertain, but aides said he has 
received some offers to write 
articles and that he may accept 
them. 
Until Rumsfeld is confirmed 
by the Senate, the Defense De-!

her legs and crippled in her 
mind."

Hospital Visit M ayb e Not So Bad 


Nobody likes going to the hospital, but it 
doesn’t have to be as bad as it seems to be. 
Children can even enjoy part of the visit, 
especially if they go to a children’s ward 
where play is an important part of the treat­ 
ment. 
The nurses at Colorado Springs Community 
Hospital wear brightly colored print smocks 
and big smiles. 
When a child comes in, the first place he 
goes is the play room, which is stocked with 
lots of toys, games and books. 
Later, tile child is taken to his room, which 
has pretty wall paper and carpet, plus a little 
television. 
But play is stressed over staying in his 
room, unless he has a disease he can give to 
others. 
The nurses aren’t afraid to get down on the 
floor and play, too. They try to make each 
child as happy and.comfortable as possible. 
“Play is very big here,” says Pam Crispin, 
head of the pediatric nurses. A pediatric 
nurse is one who takes care of children. 
“Children need to play, wherever they are. 
They also get to act out their fears.” 
Mrs. Crispin says that the visit isn’t all fun, 
and they don’t try to fool anyone into think­ 
ing it will be. 
“Honesty is a real big thing here,” she 
says. 
Every child is told he has come to the hos­ 
pital and what will happen to him, whether it 
is taking out tonsils or something more 
serious. 
. 
“They know they are going to hurt, usually. 
We tell them. But we also tell them it won’t 
last forever,” she says. 
Nearly all the nurses in the pediatrics w ard 
are mothers, and they all say they love chil­ 
dren. The rocking chairs in the ward get a 
good workout. 
If a child is going to have surgery, the 
n u r s e s tell him what is going to happen to 
hinl a n d why. They also tell him where it will 


h u r t and what will be done to make him feel 
better.

If he is going to have a cast or bandages or 
-in IV, he knows it before hand. An IV is a 
bottle of liquid hung on a pole and hooked to 
the child with a tube, to keep him strong 
while he doesn’t feel like eating. 
“We d o n ’t want him to have any surprises 
when he w akes up,” Mrs. Crispin says. 
I n order to better prepare children for go­ 
in g to the hospital, the hospital plans to start

The Eagle 


The eagle is a bird of prey. 
That means that it hunts oth­ 
er birds or animals for its food. 
Eagles have four toes with 
long nails, or talons. They drop 
out of the air and snatch their 
prey, then carry it off to their 
nests. 
They nest in the 
highest 
branches of trees, or in the 
crags of cliffs. They, unlike oth­ 
er birds, keep the same nest 
year after year, adding new 
materials to it each season. 
They lay one to four eggs a 
year. 
There are two kinds of eagles 
found in the United States. 
Both are becoming fairly rare, 
but are now protected by the 
federal government. 
The golden eagle has a gold­ 
en-colored head and brown plu­ 
mage (feathers). 
The bald eagle is not bald, 
but has a white head and neck 
when full grown. His other plu­ 
mage is brown. 
Both have some white feath­ 


ers in their tails. Both have 
heavy feathering on their legs. 
A fierce-looking and sharp 
curbed beak makes them pretty 
tough enemies of small game 
animals and fish. 
They are good fishermen, div­ 
ing from the sky with sharp 
vision to snatch a fish from the 
water and carry it off to eat. 
They like to be near water, 
and are more easily found near 
stocked reservoirs or streams. 
They are relatives of the fal­ 
con, hawk and osprey. 
Eagles may have a wing-span 
of many feet, depending on the 
size of the bird, and have been 
noted for their strength. 
Old stories of eagles carrying 
off babies to their nests are 
probably not true, since scien­ 
tific tests have been conducted 
to see what size weights they 
can carry, and the average 
baby weight of seven pounds 
proved too heavy for all birds 
tested.

(AP) — The Thanksgiving 
turkey will gobble up a bigger 
part of the family food budget 
than it did last year, accord­ 
ing to poultry experts who 
blame the higher prices on 
smaller supplies. 
The U.S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture reports that turkey 
producers who lost money last 
y e a r , when the wholesale 
price of an 8- to 16-pound bird 
was about 46 cents a pound, 
cut back their flocks. 
“ Prices were very bad dur­ 
ing 1974,” said Bill Cathcart 
of the department’s Economic 
Research Service. “ Producers 
did not hold as many breeder 
hens.” 
Production for the first half 
of 1975 was 20 percent below 
levels 
of 
a 
year 
earlier. 
Wholesale prices picked up 
slightly and so did production, 
but the over-all supply is ex­ 
pected to be about 4 or 5 per-

During August, the price of 
turkey on the 
New York 
wholesale poultry market was 
about 58 cents a pound, ac­ 
cording to the USDA. The re­ 
tail price was about 75 cents 
a pound. 
A USDA spokesman said 
prices declined slightly during 
September and October, but 
are expected to rise again 
during November, with retail 
prices in the neighborhood of 
80 cents a pound, up about IO 
cents or 14 percent from last 
year’s levels. 
Note: as Thanksgiving ap­ 
proaches, many stores offer 
specials on turkey and retail 
prices do not always accu- 
r a t e I y 
reflect 
wholesale 
levels. Shop around before 
you buy. 
Most turkeys are marketed 
as frozen whole birds al- 
t h o u g h 
boneless 
turkey 
breasts and rolls are avail­ 
able in some areas. Whole, 
ready-to-cook birds can range 
anywhere from 4 to 24 pounds 
or more. 
Whole turkeys usually cost 
less per pound than boneless 
breasts or roasts and turkey 
pieces, but they provide fewer 
servings per pound. 
All poultry is inspected by 
either the state or federal 


government. The inspection 
circle probably will appear on 
either the wrapper, wing tip, 
giblet wrap, package insert or 
label. Some poultry also car­ 
ries a grade stamp. 
The 
USDA Grade A, in the form 
of a shield, indicates the bird 
is of the highest quality avail­ 
able. 
How big a turkey to buy de­ 
pends on how many people 
you plan to serve and whether 
you want leftovers. You can 
usually figure on a little more 
than two three-ounce servings 
per pound of whole turkey. 
You'll get a little more than 
three servings of the same 
size from a pound of boneless 
turkey roast.

I Arts Grants Given

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
National Endowment for the 
Arts has awarded 13 grants to­ 
taling $556,775 to Colorado or­ 
ganizations, mostly to the Colo­ 
rado Council on the Arts and 


Humanities 
and 
the

Symphony. 
The council is receiving $205,- 
000 
under 
the 
Federal-State 
Partnership 
Program. 
The 
grant to the symphony, totaling 
$200,000, will finance its Hori­ 
zons in Music series and its col­ 
lege residence program. 
Fort Collins and the Pueblo 
Regional Planning Commission 
are receiving City Spirit grants, 
the first ever awarded in the 
state. 
The grant to Fort Collins is 
$13,555 for planning a municipal 
office of cultural affairs. The 
Pueblo commission is getting 
$14,000 for an area-wide envi­ 
ronmental awareness program 
and a campaign to encourage 
development of an arts coordi­ 
nating agency. 
The funds were included in 
the first round of fiscal vear 
1976 grants to the state from 
the endowment.
